REWORD 

In  this  volume,  we  begin  with  the  first  ancestors  of  whom 
we  have  definite  knowledge,  both  Austins  and  Marshalls.  As 
you  read  along,  you  will  see  that  these  were  people  who  were 
in  good  standing  in  their  communities.  They  witnessed  wills, 
administered  estates,  served  on  the  jury,  become  surety  for 
their  friends,  and  held  office  in  the  church. 

Because  of  the  destructive  fire  in  the  courthouse  in  Cal¬ 
vert  County  in  1882,  no  records  could  be  obtained  there.  All 
records  for  that  county  were  found  at  the  Hall  of  Records  in 
Annapolis  or  at  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  in  Baltimore. 

Some  records  already  mentioned  in  Volume  I  are  given 
again  here,  but  in  greater  detail;  and  where  in  Volume  I  only 
living  descendants  of  Rev.  William  and  Elizabeth  Austin  are 
given,  here  we  have  tried  to  give  all  descendants.  For  your 
convenience,  the  two  tables  are  given  again  with  a  few  addi¬ 
tional  items.

[  HENRY  AUSTIN,  OF  CALVERT  COUNTY,  MARYLAND 

The  earliest  record  that  we  have  of  Henry  Austin  is  in  the  court  proceedings  of  . 

(Calvert  County  for  the  year  1708.  But  first  notice  this  will: 

June  4,  1705.  The  will  of  Robert  Lyles,  planter,  leaves  his  estate  to  his  wife. 

\  Elizabeth,  and  to  his  two  sons,  William  and  Robert,  and  his  daughter,  Mary.  He  names 
his  wife  as  sole  executrix.

Oct.  24,  1705.  Elizabeth  Lyles  files  an  account  of  the  estate  of  Robert  Lyles. 

June  17,  1706.  Elizabeth  Lyles  files  a  second  account  of  the  estate. 


1708.  July  court.  Henry  Austin  and  Elizabeth,  uxor,  exr.  of  Robert  Lyles  vs. 
>  Thomas  Watkins.  Provincial  Court.  Liber  PL,  No.  2,  folio  139. 

If  Elizabeth  were  still  the  widow  of  Lyles,  the  word  ‘'relict’’  would  have  been 
f  used.  Without  doubt  she  is  now  the  wife  of  Henry  Austin,  and  we  assume  that  she 
was  the  mother  of  his  children.  We  do  not  know  her  maiden  name.

This  court  record  gives  us  a  clue  as  to  the  birth  date  of  Henry.  To  be  able  to 
sue  in  a  court  of  law  he  must  have  been  at  least  twenty-one  years  old.  He  could  have 
been  older.  At  any  rate,  he  was  born  not  later  than  1687. 

1710-1745.  The  Maryland  Historical  Society  has  a  copy  of  Vestry  Proceedings  of 
All  Saints  Parish,  Calvert  County,  1702-1753.  (This  is  not  the  Register  which  would 
give  births,  marriages  and  deaths.)  In  the  index  to  the  Vestry  Proceedings,  there  are 
31  references  to  Henry  Austin’s  name.  In  1710,  he  signed  the  oath  of  Abjuration;  in 
1711  he  was  appointed  to  the  Vestry.  From  that  date  until  his  death  in  1745  he  served 
often  as  warden,  vestryman,  or  “counter”  for  the  tobacco  levy. 


1712.  The  name  of  Henry  Austin  appears  in  a  list  of  24  men  called  to  Annapolis 
to  serve  as  jurors.  In  Provincial  Court  Judgments,  Liber  T.  P.,  No.  2,  folio  582,  is 
this  entry: 

At  a  provincial  Court  held  at  the  city  of  Annapolis  in  Anne  Arundel  County 
for  the  province  of  Maryland  the  first  holiday  of  October,  being  the  seventh  day  of 
the  same  month  in  the  eleventh  year  of  the  Regne  of  our  Sovereign  Lady  Queen  Anne, 

.  anno  domini  1712,  Proclamation  being  made  according  to  common  forms  and  the  several 
sheriffs  of  the  counties  having  made  choice  of  them  several  panels  of  the  grand  jurors, 
they  are  called  and  appear  as  follows: 

The  names  of  the  jurors  are  then  given,  among  them  the  name  of  Henry  Austin. 
There  were  six  cases  to  be  tried,  the  first  being  that  of  the  Crown  vs.  Virtue  Vic  11  of 
Talbot  County.  The  sheriff  of  that  county  had  brought  her  to  Annapolis  and  lodged 
her  in  jail.  She  was  accused  of  “having  been  seduced  by  the  devil  most  wickedly  and 
diabolically  whereby  she  did  waste,  consume  and  pine  the  body  of  a  certain  Elinor 
Moore,  spinster,  and  rendered  the  tongue  of  the  said  Elinor  Moore  lame  and  speechless”. 


Virtue  was  permitted  to  have  witnesses.  One  man  who  testified  in  her  behalf  had 
the  title  of  “Gent”.  She  was  found  NOT  guilty,  “in  usual  form  paying  fees”.  One 
account  says  that  she  thanked  the  jury  with  tears.  (The  clerk  had  written  the  word 
NOT  with  very  large  capitals.) 

Apr.  3,  1716.  Henry  Austin  and  William  Lyles  were  witnesses  to  the  will  of 
Edward  Ball. 


Apr.  23,  1717.  Henry  Austin  and  Thomas  Karvev  were  sureties  to  Darnell  Armiger 
for  £40.  rx. 


William  and  Elizabeth  Austin 


May  3,  1729.  Henry  Austin  was  witness  to  the  will  of  Thomas  Harvey.  His  wife 
was  Jane  Harvey  and  they  iiad  six  children. 

Henry’s  wife,  Elizabeth,  died  before  1730,  and  was  buried  on  the  plantation.  Prob¬ 
ably  she  and  Henry  lived  on  land  once  owned  by  her  first  husband,  Robert  Lyles;  for 
in  his  will  he  provides  that  “she  quietly  possess  my  now  dwelling-house  and  half  my 
orchard  and  plantation  during  her  natural  life”. 

May  28,  1730.  Henry  Austin,  Sr.,  and  Jane,  his  wife,  render  an  account  of  the 
estate  of  Thomas  Harvey.  (See  next  item.) 

June  10,  1731.  The  additional  account  of  Henry  Austin,  Senr.,  of  Calvert  County, 
who  intermarried  with  Jane  Harvey,  ye  Relict  and  Exectx.  of  the  last  will  and  testa¬ 
ment  of  Thomas  Harvey,  Senr.,  late  of  the  afsd.  county,  Dec’d.  Balance  of  last  ac-  i 
count  was  £577  Gs  103,4d.  Jane  receives  one  third. 

Feb.  28,  1733.  Hemy  Austin  and  Henry  Austin,  Jr.,  witnessed  the  will  of  Robert 
Lyles  of  Calvert  County. 

Jan.  26,  1741.  Henry  Austin  and  Samuel  Austin,  as  nearest  of  kin,  signed  the 
inventory  of  the  estate  of  Henry  Austin,  Jr.,  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  deceased. 

Jan.  13,  1743.  Henry  Austin  wrote  his  will.  This  is  given  in  full  in  Volume  I, 
pages  36  and  37.  He  leaves  one  half  his  estate  to  his  son,  Samuel,  the  ether  half  to 
Henry  and  Elinor  Austin,  children  of  his  deceased  son,  Henry,  Jun.  To  his  wife,  Jane 
Austin,  he  gives  a  Negro  girl  called  Janev;  at  his  wife’s  death  said  Negro  girl  is  to  be 
given  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Samuel  Austin.  He  appoints  his  wife  and  his  son 
Samuel  as  joint  executors. 

Henry  died  in  1745.  His  will  was  probated  Aug.  31,  1745,  by  his  son  and  surviving 
executor,  Samuel  Austin.  Thomas  Marshall  and  Henry  Hardesty  were  Samuel’s  sureties. 

Nov.  25,  1745.  The  estate  was  appraised  by  John  Hall,  of  Lyons  Creek,  and  Nathan 
Smith.  In  March,  an  inventory  of  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  Mr.  Henry  Austin  ci 
Calvert  County  lately  deceased  was  presented  by  Samuel  Austin,  executor.  Nearest 
of  kin  were  William  Lyles  and  Robert  Lyles.  The  inventory  is  long  and  very  inter¬ 
esting;  total  value  was  £393  14s  ll^d. 

Aug.  29,  1746.  Samuel  filed  his  first  account.  Henry’s  physician,  Dr.  John  Hamil¬ 
ton,  was  paid  £3  16s  6d.  A  bill  is  paid  for  goods  bought  by  the  deceased  of  a  London 
merchant.  The  Negro  girl,  Jenny,  is  given  to  Elizabeth  Austin,  daughter  of  Samuel. 
The  Negro  boy,  Caesar,  and  the  Negro  child,  Nan,  are  given  to  Richard  Smith,  guardian 
of  the  two  children  of  Henry  Austin,  Jun.,  dec’d.  Two  other  Negroes  are  mentioned 
in  which  the  children  had  a  half  interest.  One  of  these  named  Flora  was  valued  at 
?  £45.  (Her  name  will  appear  later  in  another  inventory.)  Elizabeth  Lyles,  through 

her  guardian,  received  the  two  ewes  willed  to  her,  and  also  one  side  saddle  and  a  bridle. 

Samuel  filed  several  other  accounts,  the  last  being  in  1752.  At  that  time  Stephen 
West  was  guardian  of  the  children  of  Henry,  Jun.  j 

Jane  Harvey-Austin  must  have  died  before  Henry,  or  at  least  before  his  estate  was 
settled.  Notice  that  Janey  (or  Jenny)  is  given  to  Elizabeth,  and  that  Samuel  is  called 
the  surviving  executor. 

] 

Several  attempts  have  been  made  to  trace  the  ancestry  of  Henry  Austin,  of  Cal¬ 
vert  County,  but  with  no  success.  Harry  Wright  Newman,  an  able  genealogist,  who 
did  some  work  on  this  line,  has  this  to  say: 

“Henry  Austin  may  have  come  to  Maryland  direct  from  Great  Britain  or  from 
any  one  of  the  British  possessions  of  that  day,  but  there  are  certainly  no  clues  in 
Maryland  for  intelligent  additional  research.  He  patented  no  land  in  Maryland,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  records  of  the  Land  Office,  Annapolis.  Although  there  were  12  Austins  who 
came  to  Maryland  prior  to  1687,  the  family  of  Henry  Austin  seems  to  be  the  only  one 
of  the  western  shore  to  have  left  a  connected  history.”

HENRY  AUSTIN,  JUN.,  OF  ANNE  ARUNDEL  COUNTY 

The  first  record  of  Henry  Austin,  Jun.,  is  on  Feb.  7,  1733,  when  he  was  witness 
to  the  will  of  William  Lyles,  planter  of  Calvert  County.  And  in  the  same  month  he 
and  his  father  witnessed  the  will  of  Robert  Lyles,  planter  of  Calvert  County.  This 
means  that  Henry,  Jun.,  was  at  least  21  years  old  in  1733. 

The  Historical  Society  at  Baltimore  has  a  register  of  St.  James  Parish  in  Anne 
Arundel  County,  which  gives  these  records  on  pages  379,  332,  333: 

Oct.  7,  1736.  Henry  Austin  and  Priscilla  Pierce,  married  by  Mr.  John  Lang. 

Sept.  15,  1737.  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Henry  Austin  and  Priscilla,  his  wife,  bom  on 
this  date.  Baptized  Apr.  23,  1738.

Oct.  25,  1740.  Austin  Henry,  son  of  Henry  Austin  and  Priscilla,  his  wife,  born 
Oct.  25,  1740.  Baptized  Dec.  14,  1740. 

Henry  died  in  January,  1741.  An  inventory  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  Henry 
Austin,  Jun.,  late  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  deceased,  was  appraised  the  26th  day  of 
January,  1741,  by  Samuel  Smith  and  John  Hall.  Nearest  of  kin  were  Henry  Austin 
and  Samuel  Austin,  his  father  and  brother.  On  Jan.  30  the  administratrix,  Priscilla 
Austin,  appeared  before  the  court  and  made  oath.  Personal  effects  amounted  to  £120 
15s  6d.  Considerable  livestock  was  listed,  with  farm  implements;  also  household  furni¬ 
ture.  Nails  were  counted:  1000  ten-penny,  500  twenty-penny,  and  766  of  other  sizes. 
See  Liber  27,  folio  206. 

Later  Priscilla  married  Richard  Smith,  and  he  assumed  the  guardianship  of  the 
cliildren.  On  June  23,  1744,  Richard  Smith  with  Priscilla,  his  wife,  administrators  cf  the 
estate  of  Henry  Austin,  Jun.,  filed  an  account.  Dr.  John  Hamilton  was  Henry’s  physi¬ 
cian.  An  additional  account  was  filed  Mar.  2,  1750.  Among  other  items  are  bills  paid 
to  merchants  in  London. 

Probably  two  thirds  of  the  estate  went  to  the  two  orphans,  Eleanor  and  Henry.  In 
addition  they  inherited  one  half  of  the  estate  of  their  grandfather,  Henry,  Sen.,  who 
f  died  in  1745;  also  two  slaves,  Nancy  and  Caesar.  By  1751,  Stephen  West,  Jun.,  surety 
for  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  Henry,  Jun.,  had  been  appointed  guardian  of  the 
children. 

At  the  Hall  of  Records  in  the  Book  of  Deeds,  RBN,  3-381,  is  an  Indenture  made 
'  18  of  June,  1751,  between  Richard  Smith  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  planter,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Stephen  West,  Jun.,  guardian  of  Eleanor  Austin  and  Henry  Austin,  orphans 
and  minors,  of  the  other  part.  The  said  Richard  Smith,  by  his  intermarriage  several 
years  past  with  Priscilla  Austin,  widow  and  executrix  of  Henry  Austin,  Jun.,  became 
possessed  of  the  rights  of  administration,  and  passed  an  account  with  the  Commissary 
:  General,  by  which  it  appeared  that  the  balance  due  the  two  orphans  was  the  several 
sum^  of  1266  lb.  of  tobacco,  £40  12s  sterling  money,  and  £74  19s  2d  current  money. 
Smith,  finding  himself  unable  immediately  to  pay  for  the  tobacco  and  money,  agreed 
to  give  as  security  ‘'sundry  things,”  and  promised  to  have  all  settled  by  September. 
}  His  signature  was  witnessed*  by  Elinor  Lyles  and  Daniel  Smith. 

We  have  no  further  record  of  the  children.  Their  mother,  Priscilla  Pierce,  is  said 
to  have  belonged  to  a  prominent  colonial  family. 


So  little  could  be  found  regarding  the  family  of  Henry  Austin,  Jun.,  who  died  in 
f^ine  Arundel  County,  that  we  have  given  his  records  first,  before  beginning  on  the 
tamily  of  his  older  brother,  Samuel,  who  married  Elizabeth  Marshall.

THE  MARSHALLS  OF  CALVERT  COUNTY,  MARYLAND 

WILLIAM  MARSHALL 
(16 - 1687) 

The  first  definite  record  that  we  have  of  William  Marshall  was  on  Aug.  5,  1685, 
when  he  appeared  before  the  Deputy  Prerogative  Court  for  Calvert  County,  and  de¬ 
clared  himself  to  be  the  greatest  creditor  of  William  Jenkins,  deceased,  of  the  same 
county. 

William  Marshall  died  in  Calvert  County  during  May  of  the  year  16S7,  leaving 
a  widow  Elizabeth,  and  a  young  son  Thomas.  The  widow  soon  afterwards  married 
Samuel  Clewly,  a  planter  of  Calvert  County.  Clewly  was  a  connection  of  Thomas 
Tench,  Gent.,  of  Anne  Arundel  County. 

* 

In  the  course  of  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  Williom  Marshall,  it  developed  that 
shortly  before  his  death  he  had  made  a  will  giving  all  his  land  to  his  son  Thomas, 
but  the  document  could  not  be  located.  Cleuly  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  who  earlier 
had  requested  letters  of  administration  upon  the  estate,  now  renounced  the  adminis¬ 
tration,  stating  that  they  had  not  ‘'intermeddled  with  goods’*,  and  praying  that  Thomas 
Tench  be  appointed  in  their  stead.  This  was  done,  and  on  Sept.  26,  1688,  Tench 
exhibited  an  inventory  of  the  personal  effects  before  the  court.  (It  should  be  noted 
that  in  the  wording  of  the  court  William  Marshall  ‘'died  intestate.”)

It  seems  probable  that  Samuel  Clewly  acquired  the  greater  portion  of  the  estate 
of  William  Marshall  by  marrying  the  widow.  About  the  year  1700  Clewly  was  in 
possession  of  “Cox’s  Folly,”  containing  50  acres;  also  “Cox’s  Choice”  of  400  acres, 
and  65  acres  of  “Defence.” 

Elizabeth,  widow'  of  William  Marshall,  died  before  her  second  husband,  Samuel 
Clewly.  (The  name  Clewly  is  sometimes  Cleuly,  Cluley,  Chiley,  Cleyiy,  or  Ceely.) 

The  will  of  Samuel  Cluley,  dated  Oct.  10,  1719,  and  probated  Feb.  1,  1720,  devised 
to  Mary  Marshall,  daughter  of  Thomas  Marshall  by  Margaret,  his  wife,  his  dwelling- 
plantation,  being  a  part  of  the  “Defence.”  In  case  she  should  die  without  heirs,  then 
it  is  to  be  given  to  Thomas  Marshall  the  Younger,  the  son  of  the  said  Thomas  Mar¬ 
shall  by  the  said  Margaret  his  wife.  He  appointed  his  “well-beloved  Friend  and  Son- 
in-law,  Thomas  Marshall,”  as  whole  and  sole  executor.  (He  means  step-son.)  Wills. 
Liber  15,  folio  286.  ~  \ 


THOMAS  MARSHALL 
(16—1763) 

Thomas  Marshall,  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (  )  Marshall,  was  born  be¬ 

fore  1687  in  Calvert  County.  He  was  reared  by  his  step-father,  Samuel  Clevdv.  He 
married  Margaret  - - -.

Nov.  21,  1709,  he  was  appointed  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Thomas  Edwards 
deceased.

Feb.  4,  1720,  the  will  of  Samuel  Clewly  was  exhibited  by  Thomas  Marshall  before 
the  court.  Martin  Wells  became  his  surety  to  the  amount  of  £150. 

Mar.  2,  1720,  he  filed  his  first  account  of  the  estate  of  Samuel  Clewly. 

Feb.  19,  1731,  Thomas  Marshall  deeded  to  William  Marshall  51  acres  of  Cox’s  Choice: 
and  on  the  same  date  67  acres  to  Elizabeth  Austin. 

Sept.  23,  1745,  Thomas  Marshall  and  Henry  Hardesty  were  sureties  for  Samue 
Austin;  the  surviving  executor  of  Henry  Austin,  Sen.,  late  of  Calvert  County,  deceased

Mar.  24,  1700,  the  bond  of  Thomas  Marshall,  Sen.,  in  the  amount  of  £100  as  the 
administrator  of  the  estate  of  Gideon  Wylev,  late  of  Calvert  County,  was  filed  at 
the  Prerogative  Court.  May  27,  1760,  he  filed  an  account  of  the  Wyley  estate.

The  Debt  Books  of  Calvert  County,  beginning  in  1753,  show  that  Thomas  Mar¬ 
shall  had  “Coxes  Choyce”  as  his  dwelling-plantation.  This  tract  he  had  inherited  from, 
his  step-father.  It  lay  on  the  east  side  of  the  Patuxent  River  at  the  head  of  a  main 
branch  of  Wadsworth  Creek  in  All  Saints  Parish,  the  northern  portion  of  the  county. 
Thomas  Marshall  paid  quit  rents  on  this  tract  through  the  year  1763,  when  the  rents 
were  assumed  by  his  son  and  heir. 

Thomas  Marshall  was  a  member  of  All  Saints  church,  and  on  Jan.  5,  1711,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  vestry,  it  was  ordered  that  Thomas  Marshall,  John  Peacock,  and  Samuel 
Fowler,  Sr.,  have  the  pew  “where  the  old  passage  was,’5  each  paying  Mr.  Sturrny 
200  pounds  of  tobacco.  July  7,  1720,  he  was  warden,  and  was  present  at  a  vestry 
meeting.  In  1730  he  was  chosen  tobacco  teller;  in  1753  he  was  one  of  the  inspectors 
\  for  Lower  Marlboro  warehouse. 

See  Vestry  Proceedings  of  All  Saints  Parish,  1702-1753,  at  the  Historical  Society 
in  Baltimore. 

Margaret,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Marshall  having  died,  he  married  Mary  - 

who  survived  him  and  later  moved  to  Kent  County,  Delaware. 

Thomas  Marshall  died  intestate  in  1763.  On  March  17  of  that  year,  letters  of 
administration  were  issued  to  Samuel  Austin,  wTith  James  Gibson  and  John  Gibson 
as  sureties  with  bond  amounting  to  five  hundred  pounds.  April  14  the  estate  was 
appraised  by  Richard  Ward  and  V/illiam  Dare,  personal  effects  amounting  to  £109 

3s,  and  8d.  June  20  an  inventory  was  filed  by  the  administrator.  Ann  Wyley  and 
Mary  Stone  signed  as  nearest  of  kin.  The  list  includes  livestek,  grain,  farm  imple¬ 
ments,  household  furniture.  Nails  were  counted,  811  in  all.  At  the  last: 

1  sickly  Negro  woman  Rachel  about  43  years  old— £8. 

1  Negro  Boy  Ben  about  10  years  old — £28. 

Samuel  Austin  died  in  1765  before  completing  his  work  as  administrator.  His 

wife,  Elizabeth  Austin,  was  appointed  in  his  place.  She  filed  an  account  on  Sept. 

18,  1766.  See  Accounts,  Liber  55,  Folios  148,  149,  150.  It  appears  that  she  too  did 
not  complete  the  wrork,  for  on  Feb.  9,  1768,  Charles  Grahame,  as  administrator,  filed 
an  account. 


Mary  Marshall,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Margaret  Marshall,  married  John  Stone. 
They  lived  at  the  “Defence”  which  Mary  had  inherited  from  her  step-grandfather, 
Samuel  Clewly.  John’s  will,  probated  Mar.  8,  1764,  names  their  nine  children.  The  will 
Was  witnessed  by  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  Austin. 

Mrs.  Ida  Shirk  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  a  direct  descendant  of  Mary  Marshall  and 
John  Stone,  furnished  some  of  the  earliest  records  of  the  Marshalls  of  Calvert  County.

SAMUEL  AUSTIN  AND  ELIZABETH  MARSHALL 
OF  CALVERT  COUNTY,  MARYLAND

We  assume  that  Samuel  Austin  was  the  eldest  child  of  Henry,  Sen.  If  so,  he  was 
bom  probably  about  1710.  He  married  Elizabeth  Marshall,  daughter  of  Thomas  Mar¬ 
shall.  On  Feb.  19,  1731,  her  father  conveyed  to  her  67  acres  of  Cox’s  Choice,  her  name 
on  the  deed  being  given  as  Elizabeth  Austin.  This  shows  that  she  was  married  on  or 
before  that  date. 

Jan.  26,  1741,  Samuel  and  his  father,  as  nearest  of  kin,  signed  the  inventory  of  the 
estate  of  Samuel’s  brother,  Henry  Austin,  Jr.,  of  Anne  Arundel  Co. 

K ' 

Apr.  11,  1748,  Samuel  Austin  was  chosen  warden  in  All  Saints  Parish;  Mar.  27, 
1749.  he  was  appointed  vestryman.  On  June  6,  1749,  only  four  were  present  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  vestry,  so  “those  Gentlemen  of  the  vestry  that  were  absent  were  fined  40 
pounds  of  tobacco  each  for  not  attending.”  In  March,  1750,  the  absentees  were  fined 
100  pounds  of  tobacco.  (Samuel  was  present.)  At  this  meeting  it  was  ordered  that 

the  sexton  and  vestry  clerk  each  be  paid  1000  lb.  of  tobacco.  July  3,  1750,  Samuel 

was  absent  and  another  was  chosen  vestryman  in  his  stead.  He  was  inspector  for 

Lower  Marlboro  Warehouse  from  1750  till  1753,  when  the  record  ends. 

As  is  shown  in  preceding  pages,  Samuel  was  executor  of  his  father’s  estate,  his  last 
account  being  made  in  1752. 

Thomas  Marshall  died  intestate.  On  Mar.  17,  1753,  letters  of  administration  were 
issued  to  Samuel  Austin,  and  on  June  20,  1763,  he  filed  an  inventory  of  the  estate.  See 
the  preceding  records  on  Thomas  Marshall. 

Dec.  21,  1763.  Samuel  Austin  made  his  will.  This  is  given  in  full  in  Vol.  1,  page 
28.  He  names  his  children:  Elizabeth,  Virlinday,  Mary,  Rebecca,  Samuel,  Henry,  Thomas, 
James,  Margaret,  William  and  Eleanor.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  named  executrix. 

Jan.  29,  1765,  the  will  of  Samuel  Austin  was  admitted  to  probate,  by  the  executrix, 
Elizabeth  Austin.  Joseph  Hardesty,  Jr.,  and  John  Gibson  were  her  sureties  in  the 
sum  of  £800  sterling. 

July  13,  1765,  Elizabeth  filed  an  inventory  of  the  estate  of  Samuel  Austin.  The 
same  slaves  were  listed  as  were  named  in  Samuel’s  will,  with  this  addition: 

1  Negro  woman  Fiorah  about  100  yrs.  old,  valued  at  6  pence. 

Appraisers  were  William  Dare  and  Joseph  Kent.  Nearest  of  kin  were  the  sons,  Samuel 
and  Thomas  Austin.  Greatest  creditors  were  Charles  Grahame  and  Edward  Johnston. 
Personal  effects  amounted  to  £425,  19s,  5d. 

Sept.  10,  1766.  Elizabeth  filed  an  account  of  the  estate  of  Samuel  Austin.  The  bill 
of  his  physician,  Dr.  John  Hamilton,  was  £4,  2s,  3d. 

She  filed  several  accounts  and  asked  the  privilege  of  filing  another  which  we  did 
not  find. 

Sept.  18,  1766.  On  file  is  the  account  of  Elizabeth  Austin,  administratrix  of  the 
goods  and  chattels  which  were  of  Thomas  Marshall  late  of  Calvert  County,  deceased, 
at  the  time  of  his  death  unadministered  by  Samuel  Austin  the  former  administrator  also 
deceased. 

We  do  not  know  when  Elizabeth  (Marshall)  Austin  died.  According  to  the  extant 
rent  rolls  for  Calvert  County,  Samuel  Austin  or  his  widow  remitted  quit  rents  on 
Cox’s  Choice”  and  “The  Farme”  from  1753  to  1774.

1.  ELIZABETH  AUSTIN,  born  probably  about  1731,  married  James  Gibson.  In 
the  Calvert  County  Rent  Rolls  for  the  year  1753,  James  Gibson  is  listed  as  the  possessor 
of  88  acres  of  a  tract  of  land  called  Additional  Spittle;  also  22  acres  in  the  Newington 
Survey.

March  17,  1763,  James  and  John  Gibson  were  sureties  for  Samuel  Austin,  admin¬ 
istrator  of  the  estate  of  Thomas  Marshall.  On  Dec.  15,  1767,  James  Gibson  witnessed 
the  will  of  Richard  Deale. 


2.  VERLLNDA  AUSTIN  married  Martin  Wells.  In  the  Grantham  Survey  located 
in  the  branches  of  Hardesty  Creek,  Martin  Wells  owned  155  acres;  in  Little  Gunnery 
Survey  he  had  42  acres;  in  the  Arthur  Hall  Survey,  44  acres.  Martin  died  late  in 
1764  or  early  in  ’65.  Notice  these  records: 

Jan.  15,  1765.  Martin  Wells,  his  administration  bond  in  common  form  by  Verlirida 
Wells  his  administratrix,  with  Thomas  Wells  and  Henry  Austin  her  sureties  in  sum 
of  £500.  Book  41,  page  29.  This  Henry  Austin  was  her  brother. 

Oct.  7,  1765.  The  account  of  Verlinda  Wells,  administratrix  of  Martin  Wells  late 
of  Calvert  County,  planter,  who  died  intestate.  The  estate  amounted  to  £211  Ss  SVzd. 
Dr.  John  Hamilton  was  paid  £13  19s. 

There  seems  io  have  been  an  earlier  Martin  Wells  who  was  surety  for  Thomas  ; 
Marshall  when  he  settled  the  estate  of  Samuel  Cluley. 

3.  MARY  AUSTIN  married  William  Wells.  This  is  the  Mary  Austin  who,  in  the 
will  of  her  grandfather  Henry,  Sen.,  is  bequeathed  the  first  child  that  is  bom  to  the 
Negro  girl  Janey. 

r 

Apr.  7,  1756,  in  the  account  of  Joseph  Hardesty  of  the  estate  of  George  Hardesty, 
sums  are  paid  to  William  Lile,  Richard  Deale,  Jun.,  and  William  Wells. 

William  and  Mary  (Austin)  Wells  moved  to  Ohio  and  settled  at  Vandalia  in  Mont¬ 
gomery  County,  between  Dayton  and  Tippecanoe  City.  As  late  as  1905  Gilbert  P. 
Austin,  who  was  the  Methodist  pastor  at  Tippecanoe  City,  found  that  several  members 
of  the  Wells  family  were  still  living  in  Montgomery  county. 

4.  REBECCA  AUSTIN  married  John  Gibson,  brother  of  James.  In  the  Rent  Rolls 
of  Calvert  County,  John  Gibson  is  listed  as  the  possessor  of  70  acres  in  the  tract  called 
Spittle,  located  in  the  branches  of  Cox’s  Creek. 

Jan.  15,  1765,  John  Gibson  is  one  of  the  sureties  for  Elizabeth  Austin,  administratrix 
of  the  estate  of  Thomas  Marshall;  and  Jan.  29,  1765,  he  is  one  of  her  sureties  when  she 
is  executrix  of  the  estate  of  Samuel  Austin. 


5.  MARGARET  AUSTIN  is  the  only  one  of  the  six  daughters  whose  birth  date 

we  know.  She  was  born  Sept.  7,  1748;  died  Feb.  28,  1786.  She  married  Joseph  Everist, 
who  was  bom  May  16,  1744,  and  died  May  24,  1795.  They  were  married  Dec.  6,  1764. 
They  moved  to  Harford  County  and  lived  near  Kingsville.  Their  cliildren  W'ere: 
Charles,  Joseph,  Elinor,  Elizabeth,  Margaret,  Lydia,  Samuel,  William.  Austin,  and  Henry. 
These  records  were  given  by  Miss  Sarah  E.  Bennett,  of  Baltimore,  who  was  a  descendant 
of  Elinor  Everist.  _  | 

6.  ELEANOR  AUSTIN  married  William  Marshall.  They  moved  to  Albemarle 
County,  Va.,  date  not  known.  At  Charlottesville,  Will  Book  8,  page  118,  is  the  will 
of  William  Marshall  dated  Feb.  19.  1822.  Al1  his  estate,  both  real  and  personal,  is  left 
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and  Their  Lineal  Descendants 


to  his  wife  during  her  life,  except  a  few  pieces  of  furniture,  which  he  gives  to  his 
daughter  Mary.  He  mentions  two  other  daughters,  Nancy  (Marshall)  Dorsey  and 
Rebecca  (Marshall)  Wood,  and  a  granddaughter  Frances  Ccllier.  He  states  that  he 
has  already  given  to  his  children  Richard  Marshall,  Thomas  Marshall,  Samuel  Mar¬ 
shall  children  Elizabeth  Howard  Margaret  Boswell  and  Lotty  Wells  children  as  much 
of  his  estate  as  he  intends  for  them.  He  appoints  William  and  Henry  Marshall,  his  sons, 
as  executors.  (The  will  would  be  dearer  if  it  had  better  punctuation.) 


THE  FIVE  SONS  OF 

SAMUEL  AUSTIN  AND  OL^ABETH  (MARSHALL)  AUSTIN 


1.  SAMUEL  AUSTIN,  the  eldest  son,  known  later  as  Samuel  Austin,  Sen.,  was 
born  Oct.  23,  1739,  in  Calvert  County,  Md.,  and  died  Dec.  26,  1824,  in  Clinton  County,  Ohio. 

Samuel  and  his  brother,  Thomas,  signed  the  inventory  of  their  father’s  estate  made 
in  1765.  Samuel  also  signed  the  inventory  of  Thomas’s  estate  filed  at  Upper  Marlboro 
in  1778. 

Samuel’s  wife,  Mary  Deel  (or  Deal),  was  the  daughter  of  Richard  and  Sarah  Deale, 
who  lived  on  a  tract  of  land  called  Newington.  The  Newington  survey  was  on  the  east 
side  of  the  Patuxent  River  and  contained  375  acres.  In  1753  Richard  Deale  was  the 
possessor  of  229  acres.  He  also  owned  74  acres  of  a  tract  called  Timbervvell.  In  his 
will  dated  Dec.  15,  1767,  and  probated  Nov.  17,  1770,  he  names  his  sons:  James,  Joseph, 
Sheredine,  Richard  and  William;  and  his  daughters,  Rachel  Hance  and  Mary  Austin. 
To  Mary  he  bequeaths  three  slaves:  Lucy,  Michael  and  Christian.  Kis  wife,  Sarah,  is 
named  executrix.  Wills,  Liber  38,  folio  250.  The  Deales  attended  All  Saints  church. 
Richard  Deale’s  name  appears  several  times  in  the  Vestry  Proceedings. 


For  a  list  of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Deel)  Austin’s  children,  with  dates  of  birth,  turn 
to  page  29,  Vol.  I.  In  1779,  when  their  only  daughter,  Elizabeth,  was  four  years 
old,  they  moved  to  Albemarle  County,  Va.  From  that  time  on,  Samuel  was  known  as 
Samuel,  Sen.,  to  distinguish  him  from  his  son  and  from  two,  possibly  three,  nephews  who 
were  also  in  Albemarle. 

Their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  was  married  Dec.  13,  1798,  in  Albemarle  County  to  her 
cousin,  William,  son  of  Thomas  and  Eleanor  (Smith)  Austin.  The  folio  whig  January, 
William  and  Elizabeth  moved  to  Surry  County,  North  Carolina.  How  soon  her  par¬ 
ents,  or  maybe  just  her  father,  followed  her  there  we  do  not  know,  but  deeds  at  Char¬ 
lottesville  in  1804  and  1811,  call  her  father  Samuel  Austin,  Sen.,  of  North  Carolina.  In 
May,  1811,  he  made  out  an  indenture  whereby  he  gave  his  son,  Thomas,  “all  that  part 
of  the  tract  of  land  whereon  I  formerly  lived  in  Albemarle  County”. 

Samuel,  Sen.,  made  the  long  journey  to  Ohio  with  his  daughter  and  her  husband 
in  1811.  They  arrived  in  Clinton  County  on  his  72nd  birthday.  He  lived  until  after 
the  completion  of  the  large  frame  house  on  the  hill  overlooking  Cowan’s  Creek  valley. 
He  died  there  at  the  age  of  85.  Inter,  at  Mt.  Pleasant. 

The  sons  in  Tennessee  were  notified  of  their  father’s  death.  Replies  from  Henry 
and  William  have  recently  been  found.  Henry  wrote  Mar.  25.  1825,  from  Green  Gar¬ 
den,  Sumner  County.  He  mentions  his  wife,  Polly,  and  a  son,  Eggleston  F.  Austin. 
William  wrote  Mar.  6,  1825,  also  from  Sumner  County.  His  wife  had  died  the  11th  of 
February,  soon  after  the  birth  of  her  twelfth  child  whom  she  named  Samuel.  Descendants 
of  William  say  that  his  wife’s  maiden  name  really  was  Eaeith  Dickenson.  See  page 
29  in  Vol.  I. 


In  1828,  three  years  after  his  wife’s  death,  William  moved  with  ten  of  his  children 
to  Coles  County,  Ill.  The  town  of  Ashmore  in  Coles  County  was  built  on  the  original 
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William  and  Elizabeth  Austin 


homestead  of  William.  He  founded  a  Methodist  church  in  Ashmore.  He  did  not  re-  \ 
marry,  but  lived  with  his  daughter,  Frankie.  He  died  July  10,  1550,  at  the  age  of  70.  - 


At  Charlottesville  in  a  book  of  Marriages  Prior  to  1806  are  the  names  of  Samuel  ? 
Austin  and  Elizabeth  Johnson,  married  Oct.  31,  1<S01.  Our  guess  would  be  that  this 
is  the  eldest  son  of  Samuel.  Sen.  Or  perhaps  it  is  the  son  of  JAMES  AUSTIN  whose 
widow  may  have  moved  with  the  children  to  Albemarle  County. 


2.  HENRY  AUSTIN,  second  son,  was  born  between  1740  and  1743.  in  Calvert  „ 
County.  In  the  will  of  his  grandfather.  Henry  Austin,  Sen.,  written  in  1743,  he  is 
named  as  an  heir  to  one-fourth  or  one-half  the  estate  in  case  his  cousins,  Henry  and  ; 
Elinor,  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  should  either  or  both  die  before  coming  of  age. 


By  the  will  of  his  father,  Samuel  Austin  of  Calvert,  written  in  1763,  he  was  be¬ 
queathed  one  Negro  Woman  named  Priss. 


June  14,  1792,  Wyatt  Mills  deeds  to  Henry  Austin  fifty  acres  for  £30  cash.

In  the  history  of  the  Austin  family  written  by  Rev.  William  Austin,  it  is  stated 
that  Henry  married  Sarah  Hardesty;  but  descendants  of  their  son,  John,  claim  that  her  t 
name  was  Harrison,  and  that  this  name  has  been  carried  on  down  through  several  f 
generations.  We  assume  that  they  were  married  in  Calvert  County.  They  had  seven 
children. 


Jan.  15,  1765,  Henry  was  surety  for  his  sister,  Verlinda,  when  she  was  appointed  : 
administratrix  of  the  estate  of  her  late  husband,  Martin  Wells. 


Henry  and  his  wife,  Sarah,  moved  to  Albemarle  Co.,  Va.,  at  what  date  we  do  not 
know;  but  at  Charlottesville  there  is  on  record  a  deed  by  which  in  1778  Zachariah  j 
Mills  conveys  390  acres  to  Henry  Austin. 


In  1785,  in  the  first  census  of  Albemarle  County,  the  family  of  Henry  Austin  num¬ 
bers  9  white  souls,  with  one  dwelling  and  4  other  buildings. 


1794.  Book  12,  page  10.  Henry  Austin  and  Sally,  his  wife,  deed  to  the  Trustees  ; 
for  Austin’s  meeting  house  for  the  sole  use  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  one  acre 
more  or  less  for  5  shillings.  The  land  is  described  as  beginning  at  a  red  oak  in  Sam¬ 
uel  Austin’s  line,  and  is  in  Albemarle  County.  Three  of  the  nine  trustees  are  residents  ; 
of  Orange  County.  ' 

Dec.  25,  1797,  Henry  Austin  and  Sarah,  his  wife,  deed  to  their  son,  Samuel,  100 
acres  for  £50.

Oct.  21,  1795,  Henry  Austin  and  Batten  Naylor  are  witnesses  to  a  receipt  given  ' 
by  Samuel  Morton  for  £300  paid  him  by  Walter  Watson  and  Thomas  Austin  for  a 
tract  of  land. 


Dec.  26,  1797.  Samuel  Austin,  son  of  Henry,  and  Gatty,  his  wife,  deed  200  acres 
to  Daniel  Wood  for  £200. 

Oct.  4,  1804.  Henry  Austin,  Jr.,  and  Nancy,  his  wife,  convey  to  John  Kelly,  in 
trust,  200  acres. 


Marriages  recorded  in  Albemarle  County  of  the  children  of  HENRY  and  SARAH 
AUSTIN: 

Henry  Austin,  Jan.  2,  1788,  to  Nancy  Watts. 

Samuel  Austin,  Dec.  2,  1791,  to  Gatty  Catterton.

Richard  Austin,  Dec.  24,  1804,  to  Mary  Ann  Snow.

Obediah  Austin,  Jan.  12,  1815,  to  Sarah  W.  Birekhead. 
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and  Their  Lineal  Descendants 


HENR.Y  AUSTIN  made  his  will  Oct.  3,  1821.  He  gives  and  bequeaths  his  whole 
estate  to  his  beloved  wife,  Sarah  Austin,  for  her  own  use  during  her  life.  He  devises 
land  to  his  sons,  Richard,  Obediah,  and  Thomas..  He  directs  that  a  certain  piece  of  land 
be  sold,  likewise  his  stock  and  household  furniture,  and  the  proceeds  of  all  three  be 
equally  divided  among  his  son  Henry’s  children,  his  daughter,  Nancy  Skinner,  and  his 
son  John's  children.  He  lends  to  Elizabeth  Sims,  a  child  he  raised,  one  Negro  boy 
named  Charles,  one  feather  bed  and  furniture,  “the  bed  she  now  sleep  on,”  and  one 
chest.  At  her  death,  the  above  lent  property  is  to  be  given  to  his  son  Samuel  or  his 
heirs  in  North  Carolina.  Thomas  and  Obediah  are  named  executors.  The  will  was  ad¬ 
mitted  for  probate  Mar.  4,  1822.  Book  of  Wills,  No.  7,  page  171.  An  inventory  of  the 
estate  in  the  same  book  lists  the  same  six  slaves  named  in  the  will  with  the  addition 
of  little  Jacob. 

An  interesting  sidelight  cn  the  above  will  was  found  in  a  letter  written  Mar.  17, 
1853,  by  Elkanah  D.  Austin,  of  Green  Valley,  N.  C.,  to  Ids  uncle,  Rev.  William  Austin, 
of  Clinton  Co.,  Ohio. 

“I  had  a  little  hearing  from  your  uncle  Henry  Austin’s  family  in  Virginia  last  fall. 
The  old  gentleman  gave  (in  his  will)  a  Negroman  to  Elizabeth  Syms  during  her  life, 
and  at  her  death  if  he  (the  Blackman)  should  over  live  her,  he  was  to  go  to  his  son 
Samuel,  who,  you  know,  lived  in  the  Forks  of  the  Yadkin.  So  Betty  Syms  died  a 
year  or  two  ago,  and  my  brother-in-law,  who  married  Samuel  Austin’s  only  daughter 
(Nancy),  Mr.  Travillion,  was  the  Administrator  of  his  Estate,  and  went  over  last  fall 
to  get  the  property;  he  took  a  reasonable  price  for  the  man  and  left  him  among  his 
friends.  Betty  had  willed  her  property,  bed,  &c.,  to  the  Blackman.” 

Again  referring  to  the  will,  we  see  that  the  sons,  Henry  and  John,  must  have  died 
before  their  father.  An  inventory  of  the  estate  cf  Henry,  Jr.,  was  recorded  Jan.  15, 
1822.  He  and  Nancy  Watts  were  the  parents  of  Henry,  David,  Durrell,  Garrett,  Willis, 
James  Walker,  Nancy,  Mildred  and  Caroline  Austin. 

Obediah’s  will  recorded  at  Charlottesville  names  these  children:  Francis  S.,  John  T., 
Silboume  M.,  Henry  O.,  and  Elizabeth  E.  Austin.  Obediah’s  estate  was  appraised  Feb. 
10,  1835.  There  were  eighteen  or  more  slaves,  and  about  485  acres  of  land.  His  wife, 
Sarah,  received  one  third  of  the  real  estate,  the  mansion  and  other  houses. 

The  children  of  John  Austin  and  Jestonia  Burrus  were  Mary,  who  married  William 
Chapman;  Susan,  who  married  Daniel  Murray;  James,  who  married  a  Murray;  Samuel,  - 
who  moved  to  California;  Harrison,  who  moved  to  Missouri;  and  Sarah  Harrison,  who 
married  Robert  W.  Palmer.  Clara  Bell  (Palmer)  Straker,  of  London,  England,  and 
J.  Paris  Palmer,  of  Cincinnati,  belong  to  this  line. 

3.  THOMAS  AUSTIN,  third  son,  was  bom  about  1744  in  Calvert  County,  and 
died  in  177S  in  Prince  George’s  County. 

By  the  terms  of  his  father’s  will  written  in  1763,  Thomas  was  to  receive  “one  Negroe 
Boy  named  Dick”  after  the  death  of  his  mother,  and  was  to  share  equally  with  the 
other  ten  children  in  his  father’s  estate.  Probably  he  was  not  of  age  when  the  will  was 
written,  but  he  was  of  age  in  1765,  for  on  July  13  of  that  year,  Thomas  and  his  older 
brother,  Samuel,  affixed  their  signatures  as  next  of  kin  to  the  inventory  of  their  father’s 
estate. 

Thomas  married  Eleanor  Smith  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  and  moved  into  Prince 
George’s  County,  where  their  four  children  were  bem:  Samuel  in  1769;  Thomas  in 
1771;  William  in  1773;  and  Elizabeth  before  1778. 

At  Upper  Marlboro  in  the  office  of  Register  of  Wills,  on  page  93  in  a  book  of  in¬ 
ventories,  is  an  inventory  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  Thomas  Austin,  deceased,  made 
July  20,  1778.  The  total  value  is  £278  2s.  Appraisers  were  Thomas  Wall  and  John 
Lawson  Naylor.  Names  of  kin  who  signed  were  Mary  Smith,  Samuel  Austin,  and 
James  Austin.  Among  the  many  articles  appraised  were:  his  wearing  apparel,  beds  and 
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furniture  (bedding),  a  loom,  a  spinning  wheel,  pewter  ware,  one  pestle,  a  parcel  of 
old  books,  candle  snuffers,  a  bell;  also  cattle,  horses,  sheep  and  hogs;  and  one  Negro 
Man  and  one  Lad. 

Dec.  19,  1778,  came  Eleanor  Austin,  administratrix  of  Thomas  Austin  late  of  Prince 
George’s  County  deceased,  and  made  oath.  Notice  that  her  name  is  still  Austin. 

In  a  book  of  marriage  licenses  issued  in  Prince  George's  County  was  this  entry: 

Nov.  6,  1778,  Baston  Naylor  and  Eleanor  Austin. 

They  were  married  Nov.  8,  1778,  in  Prince  Charles  County  by  Rev.  Henry  Fendall, 
Prot.  Episcopal.  After  Eleanor’s  name  in  parenthesis  is  (P.  G.  Co.). 

Under  Administrative  Accounts,  July  17,  1779,  is  the  first  account  of  Batson  Nay¬ 
lor  and  Eleanor,  his  wife,  Admins,  of  Thomas  Austin  late  of  Prince  George’s  County, 
deceased. 

In  the  same  book,  page  97,  is  the  final  account  of  Batson  Naylor  and  Eleanor,  his 
wife.  Balance  due  the  estate  is  £292  16s  6d.  Eleanor  receives  one  third;  the  four 
children  receive  the  remainder,  which  is  to  each  £48  16s  Id.  At  the  close  of  the  ac¬ 
count  is  this: 

Prince  George's  County,  to  wit]  Came  Batson  Naylor  wdio  intermarried 

Feb.  8,  1780  with  Eleanor  Austin,  administratrix  of 

Thomas  Austin,  late  of  said  County,  Deceased, 
and  made  oath,  etc. 

A  second  visit  to  Upper  Marlboro  convinced  us  that  the  date  Feb.  8,  1780,  belongs 
with  the  “to  wit,”  and  is  not  the  date  of  the  marriage.  If  that  is  true,  then  the  date 
given  on  page  3  in  Volume  I  is  wrong. 

In  that  same  book  of  marriage  licenses  at  Upper  Marlboro  are  the  names  of  two 
of  Thomas  and  Eleanor  Austin’s  children: 

Jan.  18,  1793,  Samuel  Austin  and  Ann  Davis. 

Feb.  7,  1793,  Elizabeth  Austin  and  Benjamin  Robinson. 

The  family  attended  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church  which  was  at  Baden  some  fifteen 
miles  from  Upper  Marlboro.  At  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  is  a  copy  of  Vestry 
Proceedings  from  1733  to  1819,  and  on  separate  sheets  are  lists  of  subscriptions.  Under 
the  years  1792  and  ’93  is  the  name  of  Samuel  Austin  who  subscribed  5  shillings  7  pence 
to  the  pastor’s  salary.  Only  one  person  on  that  list  subscribed  as  much  as  one  pound. 
After  Samuel’s  name  was  written  “Gone.”  He  and  Ann  had  moved  to  Albemarle  County, 
Va.  On  another  list  Batson  Naylor  had  subscribed  5  shillings. 

In  the  year  1802  in  a  suit  in  Prince  George’s  County  against  the  heirs  of  Naylor 
Davis,  the  names  of  Samuel  and  Anna  Austin  appear  in  the  list  of  the  heirs.  Aiter 
their  names  w'as  wTitten  “reside  out  of  Maryland.”  Naylor  Davis  was  probably  Anna’s 
father. 

The  other  two  sons  of  Thomas  and  Eleanor  Austin  went  to  Albemarle  County,  too. 
In  time  Eleanor  and  her  second  husband,  Batson  Naylor,  moved  to  North  Carolina,  so 
that  the  only  one  of  this  line  left  in  Maryland  was  the  daughter  Elizabeth.  We  know 
from  old  letters  that  in  1812  and  1817  she  was  living  in  Calvert  County.  Nothing  more 

is  known  until  1834.  In  that  year,  Benjamin  Robertson  died,  and  his  estate  was  admin¬ 

istered  in  Prince  George’s  County. 

Do  not  forget  that  this  is  Rev.  William  Austin’s  line.  On  pages  3  to  8  and  30  • 

to  34  in  Volume  I  you  will  find  sketches  of  him  and  his  brothers  and  a  letter  from  ; 

their  sister.  Her  other  letter  is  published  in  this  Volume. 
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4.  JAMES  AUSTIN,  fourth  son,  was  born  probably  about  1746.  He  was  not  of  age 
when  his  father’s  will  was  written  in  1763.  By  the  terms  of  the  will  he  was  devised 
land  eastward  of  the  church  road  and  wras  given  a  Negro  Boy,  named  Abraham. 

July  20,  1778,  he  signed  the  inventory  of  the  estate  of  his  deceased  brother,  Thomas, 
in  Prince  George’s  County. 

We  do  not  know  whom  he  married.  At  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Calvert 
County  before  17S6,  he  left  three  children:  Margaret,  Richard  and  Samuel. 

From  the  tax  list  for  Calvert  County  for  the  year  1783,  we  learn  that  he  owned  80 
acres  of  Cox’s  Choice.  In  1786,  the  heirs  of  James  Austin  paid  tax  on  the  same  80  acres. 

It  is  possible  that  James’  widow  and  the  three  children  moved  to  Albemarle  Coun¬ 
ty,  Va.  The  daughter,  Margaret,  was  married  there  Sept.  3,  1793,  to  William  Burgess, 
the  license  stating  that  both  were  of  the  county  of  Albemarle. 

5.  WILLIAM  AUSTIN,  fifth  son,  was  bom  probably  not  before  1750-51.  We  know 
that  his  sister,  Margaret,  who  was  next  above  him  in  age,  was  bom  Sept.  7,  1748.  (This 
is  the  Margaret  who  married  Joseph  Everist.) 

When  his  father’s  will  was  written  in  1763,  William  was  a  young  boy.  Notice  that 
his  father  mentioned  him  first.  He  is  devised  land  to  the  westward  of  the  church 
road,  and  is  given  two  slaves,  George  and  Sarah.  We  know  little  about  him.  His 
nephew,  Rev.  William  Austin,  says  that  he  died  young  leaving  am  infant  daughter  who 
grew  up  and  married  a  Mr.  Sunderlong.

REV.  WILLIAM  AND  ELIZABETH  (AUSTIN)  AUSTIN 


In  the  preceding  pages  you  can  trace  the  ancestry  of  Few  William  and  Elizabeth 
Austin.  Before  we  begin  on  their  lineal  descendants,  let  us  refresh  your  memory’  on  the 
facts  of  their  early  life,  in  case  you  do  not  have  a  copy  of  Volume  I  at  hand. 


William,  who  was  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Eleanor  (Smith)  Austin,  was  born  Dec. 
8,  1773,  in  Prince  George’s  County,  Maryland.  His  father  died  when  William  was  •  not 
yet  -five  years  old,  and  his  mother  later  married  Batson  Naylor.  William  spent  part 
of  his  youth  in  Albemarle  and  Berkeley  counties,  Va. 


Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Deel)  Austin,  was  bem  June  18,  1775, 
in  Calvert  County,  Maryland.  When  she  was  four  years  old,  her  parents  moved  to 
Albemarle  County7,  Va.  There  she  and  William  were  married  Dec.  13,  17S8.  The  next 
month  they  moved  to  Surry  County,  N.  C. 


In  1809,  William’s  brother,  Thomas,  moved  from  Berkeley7  County7.  Va.,  to  Clintcn 
County,  Ohio,  and  settled  along  Todd’s  Fork  near  the  later  site  of  Clarksville.  In 
1811,  William  brought  liis  family  to  Clinton  County7  and  lived  for  two  years  in  a  cabin 
near  the  mouth  of  Cowan’s  Creek  not  far  from  his  brother’s.  He  then  bought  323 
acres  farther  up  Cowan’s  Creek,  about  6  miles  south-west  of  Wilmington,  and  built  a 
log  cabin  near  a  spring  on  the  bank  of  the  creek.  In  1823,  he  finished  a  large  frame 
house  on  the  hill  overlooking  the  beautiful  valley.  He  coded  his  new  home  Pleasant 
Hill.  The  hill  not  far  away  on  which  the  church  was  erected  was  called  Mt.  Pleasant. 
This  was  in  Vernon  Township.  William  and  Elizabeth  and  their  nine  children  were  all 
buried  in  the  cemetery  adjoining  the  churchyard. 


William  was  a  local  preacher  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church.  Do  not  con¬ 
fuse  him  with  his  uncle  William,  who  died  in  early7  manhood,  or  with  his  cousin  Wil¬ 
liam,  who  was  also  his  brother-in-law.

Samuel  Smith  Austin,  B  Aug.  29,  1803,  in  Surry  County,  N.  C.  When  the  fam¬ 
ily  moved  to  Ohio  in  1811,  Samuel,  then  a  boy  of  eight,  brought  with  him  shoots  from 
a  Lady  Washington  apple  tree,  and  sc  carefully  did  he  tend  them  on  that  long  six- 
weeks’  journey,  that  as  soon  as  planted  along  Cowan’s  Creek,  they  took  root  and  be¬ 
came  thrifty  trees. 

At  first  a  farmer,  Samuel  moved  in  1829  to  Clarksville  and  engaged  in  the  tanning 
business.  The  tannery  stood  on  the  southeast  side  of  the  road  leading  to  Wilmington. 
In  the  spring  of  1845,  on  the  hill  just  above  the  tannery,  he  built  a  large  frame  dwell¬ 
ing.  This  stood  until  1942  when  it  was  destroyed  by  fire.  He  ran  a  shoe  shop  for 
many  years,  at  one  time  employing  seven  hands  to  manufacture  boots  and  shoes.  He 
was  also  justice  of  the  peace.  He  was  a  licensed  local  preacher  in  the  Methodist  Episco¬ 
pal  church,  and  was  in  great  demand,  especially  as  he  had  a  fine  voice  and  could  lead 
the  singing.  He  often  served  as  a  supply  at  Clarksville  when  the  regular  pastor  was 
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absent.  Samuel  and  his  brother,  David,  had  what  they  called,  a  double  circuit  on 
which  they  alternated  in  preaching  at  the  small  churches  and  school-houses  in  their  care. 

He  was  married  (1)  Jan.  15,  1824,  by  Rev.  Ambrose  Jones,  to  Nancy  Babb,  born  Dec. 
6,  1806.  They  went  to  housekeeping  in  the  log  cabin  on  the  banks  of  Cowan’s  Creek 
vacated  by  his  father  when  the  big  house  was  built  on  the  hill.  Nancy  died  Jan.  8,  1856.  in 
Clarksville,  and  was  buried  at  Mt.  Pleasant.  Parents  not  known.  Old  papers  show 
that  in  1829  she  was  an  heir  of  Sampson  Babb,  who  seems  to  have  lived  in  Frederick 
Co.,  Va.;  and  in  1841  she  received  $610.21%  from  the  estate  of  Peter  Babb. 

Samuel  married  (2)  Mar.  5,  1857,  Mrs.  Rebecca  (Drake)  Maddox,  a  widow  with  sev¬ 
eral  grown  children.  She  died  and  was  buried  at  Olive  Branch,  Warren  County.  He 
married  (3)  Jan.  31,  1872,  Mrs.  Jane  (Scofield)  Ingersoll,  a  w'idow  whose  three  sons  had 
died  in  early  manhood. 

On  his  73d  birthday,  Aug.  29,  1876,  a  “surprise  dinner”  was  given  in  his  honor  on 
the  lawn  in  front  of  the  house.  Ninety-three  were  present,  and  many  more  called  in 
the  afternoon.  It  was  a  delightful  occasion.  A  few  days  later  he  became  ill  and  died 
Sept.  17.  There  was  an  enormous  funeral.  JManv  of  the  colored  people  for  whom  he 
had  often  preached  came  and  stood  by  the  coffin  weeping.  Inter,  at  Mt.  Pleasant.  His 
wife,  Jane,  went  to  live  with  her  step-children  in  Wilmington.  She  died  in  1886  at 
the  age  of  86  and  was  buried  at  Level  near  Blanchester,  O.,  beside  her  first  husband. 

Fielder  Harris  in  his  History  of  Clarksville  and  Vicinity  says:  “Probably  no  one 
in  all  the  history  of  Clarksville  had  done  more  for  the  welfare  of  the  town  and  com¬ 
munity,  or  to  stimulate  the  people  in  general  to  nobler  and  better  lives,  than  ‘Uncle 
Sammy  Austin’.”

IV.  James  Boyd  Austin,  B  Aug.  16,  1806,  in  Surry  Co.,  N.  C.  Named  for  Rev. 
James  Boyd,  a  Methodist  minister.  Came  with  parents  to  Ohio  in  1811.  In  1824,  when 
not  yet  18,  he  was  licensed  by  the  Wilmington  quarterly  conference  to  be  an  exhorter, 
and  in  1826  he  was  appointed  as  assistant  to  Rev.  A.  F.  Baxter  on  the  Wilmington 
Circuit.  He  joined  the  Ohio  Conference  which  met  at  Chillicothe  in  1828,  and  be¬ 
came  a  member  of  the  Cincinnati  Conference  when  that  was  organizeed  in  1852. 

His  first  appointment  was  at  London,  O.,  in  1828,  under  James  B.  Finley,  presiding 
elder.  He  was  next  sent  to  St.  Mary’s  and  Defiance  Mission.  In  1830,  he  wrote  to 
his  parents  that  his  appointments  were  on  the  Maumee,  Auglaize  and  Tiffin  Rivers, 
and  that  the  streams  were  difficult  to  ford  and  too  cold  to  swim  his  horse,  so  he  crossed 
in  canoes  and  walked  to  his  charges.  This  territory  included  Lima  and  Fort  Wayne. 
At  the  latter  place,  the  first  society  of  Methodists  was  formed  by  him  and  consisted 
of  3  members.  It  was  while  on  this  circuit  that  he  preached  the  first  Methodist  sermon 
ever  delivered  at  Lakeside,  Ohio. 

Other  appointments  were  Lower  Sandusky,  Delaware  Circuit,  Adelphi,  Parkers¬ 
burg  Station,  Chester,  Logan  Circuit,  Washington,  Frankfort  Circuit,  and  Bainbridge. 
On  some  circuits,  he  served  as  many  as  28  societies,  relying  on  “Old  Doctor*’  to  carry 
him  and  his  saddlebags  over  the  dirt  roads  and  forest  trails.  It  meant  much  exposure 
and  long  absences  from  home. 

He  was.  married  Aug.  13.  1830,  at  Defiance,  Ohio,  to  Ruth  Shirley,  daughter  of  Judge 
Robert  and  Rachel  Shirley.  She  was  born  May  1,  1811,  near  Chillicothe,  O.  Before 
sne  was  nine,  her  parents  moved  to  Defiance,  then  an  outpost  of  white  civilization. 
There  were  still  many  Indians  in  the  vicinity.  The  chiefs  and  other  members  of  the 
tribe  made  frequent  visits  to  the  Shirley  home,  and  Ruth  learned  to  speak  their  lan- 
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guage.  As  the  wife  of  an  itinerant,  she  was  brave  and  resourceful.  The  long  moves  were 
usually  made  by  four-horse  wagon,  and  the  parsonages  had  few  conveniences,  but  she 
met  every  hardship  cheerfully.  When  James'  health  failed  they  moved  to  Clinton 
County  and  lived  near  Clarksville.  He  died  Sept.  27,  1857,  at  Logan,  Ohio,  where  they 
had  gone  to  visit  their  daughter.  Inter,  by  his  request  at  Mt.  Pleasant.  Clinton  Co.,  j 
beside  his  mother. 

After  his  death,  Ruth  made  her  home  with  the  Culvers,  who  moved  in  1861  to 
Franklin,  Pa.,  and  in  1867  to  Reno,  Pa.

V.  William  Rupe  Austin,  B  Sept.  8,  1808,  in  Surry  County,  N.  C.  Came  with  par¬ 
ents  to  Ohio  in  1811.

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exposure  while  working  in  what  was  known  as  the  ‘‘Swamp”.  Inter,  at  Mt.  Pleasant.

VI.  Benjamin  Naylor  Austin,  B  Aug.  14,  1810,  in  Surrv  Co.,  N.  C.  Came  with  par¬ 
ents  to  Ohio  in  1811.  Named  for  his  father’s  half-brother,  Benjamin  Naylor. 

After  his  marriage,  he  rented  land  of  his  father,  but  later  bought  one -third  of  the 
original  Austin  farm,  and  built  a  house  across  Cowan’s  Creek,  about  a  mile  from  the 
church.  In  1868  he  re-placed  this  house  with  a  substantial  modem  dwelling.  He  died 
there  Apr.  25,  1879,  of  “hasty  consumption,”  following  an  attack  of  pneumonia.

VIII.  Nelson  Austin,  born  1815  in  the  cabin  built  in  1813-T4  on  the  banks  of  Cowan’s 
Creek,  near  Mt.  Pleasant;  died  at  birth.  Inter,  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  although  the  land  for 
the  cemetery  was  not  deeded  by  James  Villars  and  William  Austin  until  1817. 

IX.  DAVID  SHARP  AUSTIN 

IX.  David  Sharp  Austin,  bom  June  3,  1816,  in  the  cabin  built  in  1813-14  on  the 
banks  of  Cowan’s  Creek,  near  Mt.  Pleasant.  He  was  named  for  Rev.  David  Sharp,  who 
was  one  of  the  pastors  on  Wilmington  circuit  in  1814.  As  David  was  the  youngest 
son,  he  remained  after  marriage  at  his  father’s  on  Pleasant  Hill,  the  house  being  divided 
for  two  families.  At  first,  he  rented  land  of  his  father,  but  later  bought  that  part  of  the 
original  farm  which  included  the  old  home.  There  he  died  Oct.  18,  1886,  never  having 
lived  on  any  other  farm.  Inter,  at  Mt.  Pleasant.  He  was  a  local  preacher  in  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Episcopal  church,  having  been  ordained  deacon  Oct.  24,  1848,  at  Cincinnati,  by  Bishop 
Thomas  A.  Morris.  He  rode  on  horseback  with  his  saddlebags  in  front  of  him  to  preach 
wherever  he  was  needed.  In  later  year's,  he  drove  a  horse  and  buggy.  Protracted 
meetings  meant  preaching  every  night  for  several  weeks.  He  had  a  remarkable  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  Scriptures  and  was  gifted  in  prayer. 

He  was  married  (1)  Nov.  12,  1838,  in  Darke  County,  O.,  to  Sarah  Rebecca  Woodmansee. 
B  Feb.  16,  1820,  in  Butler  Co.,  O.;  D  Mar.  17,  1848,  at  Pleasant  Hill  soon  after  the  birth 
of  her  daughter,  Sarah.  Inter,  at  Mt.  Pleasant.  Dau.  of  Samuel  Hitt  Woodmansee  and 
Rachel  Ann  (Caman)  Woodmansee,  who  had  lived  for  a  time  in  Clinton  County  be¬ 
fore  moving  to  Darke  County.  The  Woodmansee  family  seems  to  have  come  to  Ohio 
from  New  Jersey;  the  Carnans  lived  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland,  near  Elkton. 

He  was  married  (2)  Apr.  18,  1850,  at  the  Smith  Tavern  east  of  Clarksville,  by  Dr. 
Asahel  Tribbey,  J.  P.,  to  Lois  Smith ,  B  Sept.  20,  1831,  at  the  Tavern;  D  Feb.  4,  1924,  in 
Wilmington,  at  the  age  of  92.  Inter,  at  Mt.  Pleasant.  Dau.  of  Ephraim  Smith  and  his 
second  wife,  Rebecca  (D'alby)  Smith.  The  Smiths  came  to  Clinton  County  in  1815  from 
Hunterdon  County,  N.  J.;  the  Dalbys  from  Bucks  County,  Pa.,  in  1818. 

Children  of  David  Sharp  Austin  and  Sarah  Rebecca  (Woodmansee)  Austin.  Sons 
all  named  for  preachers.

In  May,  ’63, 
he  was  wounded  in  the  face  at  Champion  Hills.  Miss.;  and  in  Nov.,  ’63,  he  was  cap¬ 
tured  at  Mission  Ridge  in  the  Battle  of  Chattanooga  and  sent  to  Libby  prison.  See 
his  war  record. 
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Fifteen  months  in  southern  prisons  with  insufficient  food  and  clothing  left  him 
with  health  much  impaired.  He  liked  the  South,  and  in  1866  went  into  business  in 
Nashville.  His  quiet  integrity  soon  won  respect  and  confidence.  In  April,  1881, 
he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Hawkins  as  Superintendent  of  the  State  Capitol  and 
Capitol  Grounds,  assuming  his  duties  April  39.  He  died  Apr.  20,  1882,  in  Nash¬ 
ville,  of  neuralgia  of  the  stomach.  The  day  of  his  death  and  the  day  following,  the 
flag  on  the  Capitol  hung  at  half-mast.  Inter,  in  Mt.  Olivet  cemetery,  Nashville. 
He  was  married  Jan.  1,  1871,  in  Nashville,  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Elizabeth  ( Gurnee ) 
Warren.  No  children.  She  died  Sept.  26,  1897,  in  Toledo,  O.,  at  the  home  of  her 
daughter,  Lillie  (Warren)  Kline.  Inter,  at  Nashville.

ELIZABETH  AUSTIN  ROBERTSON 
ONLY  SISTER  OF  REV.  WILLiAM  AUSTIN 

Since  the  publication  of  Volume  I,  Shirley  P.  Austin,  of  Pittsburgh,  has  found 
among  the  papers  of  his  aunt,  Mary  Elizabeth  (Austin)  Culver,  a  copy  which  she  had 
made  of  a  letter  from  Elizabeth  Robertson  to  her  brother,  William  Austin.  It  was 
mailed  Jan.  34,  1813,  and  was  received  Mar.  23,  1813.  Postage  25c.  No  place  given. 
Notice  that  this  letter  was  written  over  four  years  before  the  one  given  on  page  34,  Vol.  I. 

December  2,  1812. 

Dear  Brother.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  write  a  few  lines  in  anssver  to  your  letter. 
I  had  the  pleasure  to  receive  yours  and  read  the  contents  with  pleasure,  hearing  of 
your  good  health  and  welfare.  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  I  am  in  good 
health  at  present,  and  all  the  family  except  our  two  oldest  daughters  and  youngest  child 

have  the  ague  and  fever.  We  have  been  living  at  this  place  near  - ? -  Ferry, 

but  we  are  about  to  remove  to  Calvert  County.  We  have  had  no  hearing  from  Vir¬ 
ginia  more  than  Mr.  Robertson  see  Thomas  Austin  which  told'  him  he  was  at  father's 
last  winter  and  that  they  were  all  well  then  and  that  father  sent  us  word  that  he  should 
be  in  at  Christmas  to  see  us,  and  we  much  look  for  him  in  at  his  appointed  time.  I 
have  a  great  desire  to  see  you  and  hope  you  will  come  in  to  see  us  as  soon  as  possible 
you  can,  and  you  will  write  to  us  so  we  may  hear  from  you  as  convenient.  And  direct 
your  letters  to  the  office  of  Lower  Marlboro  in  Calvert  County.  You  have  written  me 
the  number  of  children  you  have  but  not  the  name  of  a  single  one  of  them.  I  now  come 
to  write  you  the  number  of  mine  and  the  names  of  them:  to  wit,  Alexandria;  Ellener 
Smith;  Sary;  Wm.  Austin;  Mary  Ann;  Benjamin;  Elizabeth  Marshall;  and  Thomas 
Austin,  which  are  eight  in  number  and  9  on  the  way.  I  have  nothing  more  to  write 
you  at  present  that  is  particular. 

Mr.  Robertson  and  all  the  children  join  me  in  love  to  you  and  family.  Mr.  Marcus 
Warren  and  Mrs.  Warren  desire  to  be  remembered  to  you  all.  So  I  conclude  by  sign¬ 
ing  myself  your  most  sincere  loving  and  affectionate  sister  till  death. 

(signed)  Elizabeth  Robertson. 
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Thomas  Austin  whom  she  mentions  was,  of  course,  her  brother  who  had  moved  to 
Ohio  in  1S09.  By  “father”  she  means  her  step-father,  Batson  Naylor. 

To  one  daughter,  she  has  given  the  name  of  her  mother,  Eleanor  Smith;  to  another, 
the  name  of  her.  grandmother,  Elizabeth  Marshall;  and  to  her  sons,  she  gives  the  names 
of  two  of  her  brothers  and  of  her  half-brother,  Benjamin  Naylor.  Or  was  son  Ben¬ 
jamin  named  for  his  father?  The  marriage  license  given  on  page  34,  Vol.  I,  and  the 
death  of  the  three  eldest  children  mentioned  in  the  letter  on  that  same  page  would 
seem  to  agree  with  the  following  court  record  found  in  the  Office  of  Wills,  at  Upper 
Marlboro,  Prince  George's  County,  Book  P.  G.,  No.  2,  page  95:

George  Wesley  Austin,  son  of  Henry  R.  and  Jane  (Shields)  Austin,  was  enrolled 
May  2,  1864,  in  Company  G,  149th  Regiment  of  Ohio  National  Guard  Volunteers,  to 
serve  100  days.  Mustered  out  with  the  company  Aug.  30,  1S64,  at  Camp  Dennison. 
Aged  18. 

James  Andrew  Austin,  son  of  Henry  R.  and  Jane  (Shields)  Austin,  was  enrolled 
May  2.  1864,  in  Company  G,  149th  Regiment  of  Ohio  National  Guard  Volunteers,  to 
serve  100  days.  Mustered  out  with  the  company  Aug.  30,  1864,  at  Camp  Dennison. 

John  Wesley  Austin,  son  of  David  S.  and  Sarah  R.  (Woodmansee)  Austin,  nativity 
Clinton  Co.,  Ohio,  residence  Lansing,  Iowa,  was  enlisted  in  Company  K,  5th  Regi¬ 
ment,  Iowa  Vol.  Inf.,  cn  July  1,  1861,  for  three  years.

In  July, 
was  moved  to  Roper  Hospital,  Military  Prison,  Charleston,  S.  C.;  in  October  to  the 
Prison  Camp  at  Columbia,  S.  C.  Through  the  efforts  of  C.  V.  Culver,  who  was  a 
member  of  Congress,  an  exchange  was  effected,  and  on  Mar.  12,  1865,  John  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  as  a  paroled  prisoner  of  war.
